NAVY SWEEPING 
PIRATES FROM THE 
NORTH ATLANTIC 


SAYS SECRETARY 


Declares Country Must 
Furnish Leadership and 
Major Power in Pool to 


Prevent New Aggression 
After War. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct, 1 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox de 
clared today that once the Rome- 
Berlin-Tokyo axis has been defeat- 
ed the United States and Great 
Britain must pool their forces “to 
stop new aggression... .at its begin- 
nings” in the post-war world. 

The United States, said Knox, 
“must provide both the major pow- 
er and the dominant leadership” for 


the task. 

He outlined his views on the na- 
tion’s future international role in 
a speech before the convention of 
the American Bar Association. 


“Sweeping Pirates From Atlantic.” 


Regarding the American navy’s 
operations, he reported: ‘ 

“We are already sweeping the 
German pirates from the north At- 
lantic, and bringing to England the 
products of the arsenal we have 
set up here.” 

That statement aroused the con- 
jecture whether the Secretary had 
positive evidence that the navy’s 
new shoot-on-sight policy had re- 
sulted in actual encounters with 
raiders in the Atlantic. There has 
been no announcement on the sub- 
ject since the Atlantic fleet’s orders 
became effective Sept. 16, although 
Knox promised then that “we'll tell 
the world” if any encounters oc- 
curred. 

Discussing the British-American 
policing ef the world he foresaw 
for the. future, Knox declared: 
“You may say: What business 
is it of ours to police the seven 
seas? Why should we provide both 
the leadership and the major force 
to insure against another world 
war? : 


Learning From Experience, 

“My answer is  history-made. 
Twice we have learned from bitter 
experience that no matter how 
great our reluctance to participate, 
the world has now grown #80 small, 
so inter-related, so inter-dependent, 
that, try as we will, we cannot 
escape. 

“This does not mean we must 
fight every time there is a dis- 
turbance in the world, but it does 
mean that the great law-abiding 
peace loving nations must take the 
power into their hands and keep it 
there for a long time to come to 
prevent the inauguration of an- 
other world war. 

“We will not indulge in any idle 
dreams of a millenium. We are 
not going to stop all wars. But I 
am corvinced we, for our own 
safety and protection, and for the 
maintenance of our way of life, 
shall have to provide an inter- 
regnum in which we shall not, only 
devote ourselves to the pursuit of 
peaceful aims, but provide the es- 
sential might to enforce such a 
peace on those who are not willing 
voluntarily to pursue such a 
course.” 

Knox made it clear that he be-

Survivors Tell 
Of Heroism as 


Gale Sank Ship 


12 Rescued by De- 
stroyers and Planes 
Reach San Juan.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Oct. 1 
(AP).—A captain who went down 
with his ship, a radio operator who 
died after reassuring his mates 
that help was en route, a seaman 
who bled to death from the attack 
of a shark—these were among the 
tragedies described today by the 
12 survivors of the motorship Ethel 
Skakel, formerly the Libby Maine, 
which sank in 10 minutes in a 
Caribbean storm. 

Twenty men perished when the 
Ethel Skakel foundered or in the 
subsequent two-day fight for sur- 
vival against the wind-whipped 
sea. The survivors, 10 of them in 
sick bay, arrived, here late last 
night aboard a Coast Guard cutter 
after navy destroyers aided by sea- 
planes had picked them off bits of 
wreckage. 

The 1811i-ton wooden ship, laden 
with steel rails from Los Angeles 
for San Juan, ran into heavy 
weather which damaged its steer- 
ing gear last Thursday morning, 
the survivors said. 

Heroism and Horror. 

From that moment onward, this 
is their narrative of cumulative 
heroism and horror: 

While attempting to switch from 

the electric to hand steering gear, 
First Mate Harry Christiansen and 
Chief Engineer H. Little were in- 
jured and were taken below to 
their bunks. They never were seen 
again, for almost immediately the 
Ethel Skakel settled into the sea 
as if it had no bottom. The time 
was 9:10 a. m. 
* Third Mate Francis Holmes, on 
watch, had no time to lower a life- 
boat. Quickly he slashed the lines 
of one boat in a forlorn hope, but 
it banged against the bridge hous- 
ing and fell bottomside up in the 
raging sea. 

Capt. Hans Bierd, who narrowly 
escaped the blow from the lifeboat, 
stood at the bridge rail. That was 
the last any of his crew saw of him, 
for the whole bridge and deck hous- 
ing were carried away by the 
storm. 

Sailors Hurled Into Sea. 

Those men on deck were hurled 
into the sea, grasping at any bit of 
wreckage which offered support. 
Two reached the capsized lifeboat, 
but could get no grip on it and 
were carried away. 

Radio Operator Harold Corson 
of Pennsgrove, N. J., who sent out 
an SOS in the 10 minutes his radio 
shack remained in existence, clung 
to a floating bit of debris and

WASHINGTON, Oct. I. (AP).— 
President Roosevelt listed at his 
press conference late yesterday the 
cargo of a merchant ship recently 
torpedoed, and emphasized the ne- 
cessity and difficulty of replacing 
supplies that go to the botton of 
the sea on their way to England. 

He took the case of the Pink 
Star, a former Danish _ vessel, 


American-owned when it last 
sailed, but registered in Panama 
and flying the Panamanian flag. 
It was sunk by a submarine when 
en route to Iceland.

carnivorous tropical fish ripped 
half the flesh off one leg. 

The first rescue was made at 
1 a. m. on Saturday by a destroyer 
called up by the navy plane. 

Clinging feebly to their bit of 
flotsam, Third Mate Holmes and 
Seaman Howard Tanaka, a Ha- 
waiian-born Japanese, saw the 
fingers of the destroyer’s search- 
light raking the water. 

Sometimes it came ciose, while 
their hearts pounded, sometimes it 
ranged farther away. 

Holmes’ fumbling fingers came 
upon his mate’s whistle, attached 
to his watch chain. He blew as 
loudly as he could. The search- 
light seemed to waver and pause. 

Remembering Morse code, the 
mate frantically shrilled on the 
whistle: “To windward; to wind- 
ward” over and over. The light 
shifted about and caught the two 
men directly in its beams. 

Saturday morning, in daylight, 
other destroyers picked up 11 more 
men. One of them died of exhaus- 
tion almost immediately. He was 
Mike McCormick, second cook, 
from Miami, Tex., =e on his first 
trip to sea. 

The search jotstiateal until Sun- 
day night, but not another survivor 
could be found, nor even a spar or 
grating large enough to hold a man. 

The 12 survivors were brought 
here last night, suffering from ex- 
posure to sun and storm and some 
injuries, but all were expected to 
pull through. 


Almost all said they expected to 


go to sea again. 

With that in mind, Tanaka saved 
his seaman’s papers. He was the 
only one to do so, but said he took 
special care because ‘even in the 
moment of sinking he remembered 
the need to prove his identity as an 
American citizen despite his Japa- 
nese blood. 


WAGES ALWAYS LOSE RACE 
WITH PRICES, SAYS BANKER 


CHICAGO, Oct. 1 (AP).—Benja- 
min E, Young, Detroit banker, de- 
clared at the American Bankers’ 
Association convention today Gov- 
ernment officials would do well to 
recognize that in the upward race 
of wages and prices “history says 
that wages lose in the end.” 

Young, vice-president of the Na- 
tional Bank of Detroit, said at a 
roundtable conference on. defense 
financing that this did not mean 
no attempt should be made to keep 
wages in line with prices, but 
rather: 

“It means that we should recog- 
nize the utter folly of creating 
price increases through unwarrant- 
ed wage adjustments. Our work- 


ing people, our farmers, and our 


business men all fear, with reason, 
an increase in prices. This fear 
leads to exorbitant demands. ...

QUTLAY FOR WAR 


More Than 50 Pct. Above 
World War Peak—New 
Credit of $4,000,000,000 
Voted by Commons. 


LONDON, Oct. 1 (AP),.:— The 
House of Commons today voted a 
new war credit of one billion 
pounds—about four billion dollars 
—asked for by Chancellor of the 


Exchequer Sir Kingsley Wood to 
meet the rising costs of the war. 
British war expenditures now 
are running to £11,000,000 ($44,000,- 
000) a day, Wood said. 

Current expenditures are more 
than 50 per cent higher than at 
the peak of the World War, when 
they ran £7,000,000 a day. 

With two billions already author- 
ized for war purposes alone, in 
this fiscal year beginning April 1, 
Wood said total government 
expenditures now were £13,000,000 
($52,000,000) daily compared with 
a high of £8,000,000 during the 
World War. 

(United States Treasury figures 
show that during the first 29 days 
of September that nation spent 
$1,827,220,347, an average of $63,- 
000,000 a day, of which $1,280,246,- 
904, ‘or $40,698,000 a day, was spe- 
cifically earmarked for national de- 
fense and lease-lend aid.) 

The additional billion pounds 
sterling, Wood estimated, should 
“last at the current rate of expen- 
diture until about the end of De- 
cember.” 

He said the objectives cited six 
months ago for financing the war 
“by methods which would hold the 
dangers of inflation in check so 
far have been achieved,” but added 
that the threat of inflation re- 
mains. 

Expenditures during the last 
two years of war totaled £7,018,000,- 


668,000,000 ($22,672,000,000) was for 
war services, he said, adding that 
“we met out of current revenue £2,- 
785,000,000 ($11,140,000,000) or 40 
per cent. 

“In the first two years of the 


last war our total expenditure was 


less than 40 per cent what it was 
in this war but even so we met 
less than a quarter of it out of 
revenue.” 

He asserted that with the in- 
come tax already taking the 
equivalent of approximately 97% 
cents out of each dollar of some 
incomes “it is clear the maximum 
rate has been reached at least in 
certain ranges of income.” 

With the warning that Britain 
must not be burdened with high 
interest charges, he said: 

“In this war we haven't paid 
more than 3 per cent even on the 
longest loans compared with 5 and 
6 per cent in the last war... . 
I’ve seen it suggested that in the 
process of financing the war the 
country is rapidly bleeding to 
death. ... Such gloom and de- 
spondency are thoroughly harmful 
and based on a quite fantastic view 
of the situation. °

not lie in the drying up of in- 
come but in the faltering of our 
resolution to restrict the spending 
uo se.”

Says Constitution Provides | 


Freedom of Worship and 


Freedom to Criticise, as/| 


Is U. S. Rule.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt cited by’ number 
an article of the Soviet Constitu- 
tion at his press conference late 
yesterday to show that the Kremlin 
Government permits freedom of 
worship but when he compared 
this provision with ‘similar Ameri- 
can rights he overlooked the Rus- 
sian interpretation which gives 
wider scope to anti-religious prop- 
aganda.: 

The article, number 124, provides: 

“In order to.insure citizens, free- 
dom of conscience, the church in 
the U. S. S. R. is separated from 
the state and the school from the 
church. Freedom of religious wor- 
ship and freédom of anti-religious 
propaganda is recognized for all 
citizens.” 

When the President was asked 
whether he would comment on an 
announcement from the State De- 
partment that Poles in Russia 
were permitted to have their own 
schools and that freedom of wor- 
ship was granted to Christians and 
Jews, he said he knew about the 
situation of the Poles in Russia, 
and with condescension observed 
that the announcement should sur- 
prise nobody who had read Article 
124 of the Soviet Constitution, 

The Russian Constitution, he 
continued, guaranteed freedom of 
conscience and freedom of wor- 
ship. In Moscow, he said, just as 
in Washington, a citizen could 
stand on a street corner one day |" 
and make a speech in favor of re- 
ligion, and the next day make a 
speech at the same place against 
religion, and on neither occasion 
would anything happen to him. 

The American interpretation 
does not conform to the Russian. 
The Soviet Constitution guarantees 
freedom of worship but is silent 
on freedom of religious propagan- 
da; it expressly guarantees free- 
dom of anti-religious propaganda. 
In other words, a citizen has the 
right to attend church but he can’t 
seek converts on the street corner; 
anti-religious propagandists can 
operate any place they desire, 
and are encouraged by the Govern- 
ment. 

The fact that the President knew 
the exact-number of this article in 
the constitution.was taken to mean 
that he and State Department offi- 
cials were concerned over opposi- 
tion to American military aid to 
Russia and were trying to show 
church people that Russia and this 
country have essentially the same 
guarantees for freedom of con- 
science and of worship. Another

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP).— 
The heaviest taxes in American 
history—double those of the World 
War era—took their first big hand- 
ful of cash from the public’s pock- 
etbook today, and it was only the 
beginning. 

The new excise levies which be- 
came effective at midnight gave 
consumers their initial—if incom- 
plete—idea of what the recently 
passed defense revenue tax bill is 
going to mean in dollars and cents. 

Although the Treasury Depart- 
ment is counting on the excise 
taxes for $3,000,000 a day, they rep- 


| resent. only a small part. of the 


whole revenue program which is 
expected to raise about 13 billion 
dollars a year. 

Yet to come is the day of reckon- 
ing on the new income and excess 
profits taxes, already in effect and 
applying to 1941 returns. ~ These 
levies are of the delayed-action 
variety, with the pay-off to the. 
Government deferred until next 
March 15, 

_ Contrast in Billions. 

The new order of taxes contrast- 
ed with the supposedly burden- 
some levies of the World War era, 
which yielded only $6,694,000,000 in 
their banner year. However, the 
nation now has about 30 million 
more inhabitants to share the bur- 
den. 

In 1918 income tax exemptions 
were $2000 for a family head and 
$1000 for a single person. The new 
figures are $1500 and $750. How- 
ever, in 1918 dependents were $200 
credits and now are $400 apiece. 
The tax rates in both cases range 
up to 77 per cent, but the new law 
sets heavier levies in the lower and 
medium brackets than the 1918 
statute did. 

The corporation income tax in 
1918 was 6 per cent and now is 21 
to 31 per cent. 

The excess profits tax on cor- 
porations has been increased from 
a range of 8 to 60 per cent to a 
bracket of 35 to 60 per cent. 

Estates were taxes then at 2 to 
25 per cent and now are 3 to 77 
per cent.

Ickes testified that total stocks 
on hand on the Hast Coast had 
been running under the amount on 
hand last year by about 6,000,000 
barrels, while the demand for 
petroleum products had increased 
10 per cent and transportation ca-

Reliable sources said the Presi- 
dent probably would ask only for 
authority to arm American mer- 
chant ships and to send them to 
Canadian ports, from which the 
law now bars them, 

Several congressional leaders 
have advocated outright repeal of 
the act or—as suggested by Chair- 
man Connally (Dem.), Texas, of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee—modifications which would 
permit not only the arming of the 
ships but their entry into European 
belligerent ports to deliver war 
supplies, 

Bitter Opposition. 

The latter proposal might be ex- 
pected to provoke lengthy, bitter 
debate, and one administration 
Senator said he had advised against 
it. He felt, he said, that a rising 
tide of support for the steps the 
President had taken thus far to 
aid nations fighting Hitler might 
be retarded by a full-dress contro- 
versy in Congress. 

There were indications that 
Senate opposition to the arming of 
American merchantmen would be 
much less formidable, so long as 
that proposal was not linked with 
a plan to send the ships into em- 
battled European ports.

With the Reich sprawling over 
most of Europe, including Italy, 
Axis communication is longer and 
more vulnerable to the effects of 
wear and tear and sabotage—and 
bombings. In night raids the R. 
A. F. has been blasting railroad 
centers in Western Germany and 
Northern Italy. 


Rolling stock is said to be at 
least one thing which Germany 


has been unable to replace swiftly ' 


or in adequate quantity to meet 
the needs of war. Years before 
the war started Germany’s rolling 
stock was undergoing severe strain 
because Hitler’s rearmament pro- 
gram was concentrating on other 
things. 

By invasion Germany has ac- 
quired the rolling stock of other 
countries—but also more mileage. 
With the war’s third winter ap- 
proaching and the mass of the 
German army deep in Russia, much 
will be expected of the railroads; 


to ship coal where it is needed as 
well as to supply the normal requi- 
sites of a country at war. 
Germany’s communications are 
now more vulnerable than they 
ever have been. In France, Bel- 
gium and the Balkans, sabotage 
is stabbing at communications. 
Perhaps the time is coming when 
Flying Fortresses and the like will 
carry out daylight raids on tempt- 
ing targets, thereby spurring on the 
Czech, Hungarian, Rumanian, Bul- 
garian, Italian, Greek, French, 
Dutch, Belgian, Norwegian and 
Russian saboteurs. In the Balkans 
there are railroad tunnels, bridges 
and mountain railroads on which 
the Germans are vitally dependent 
for the swift transfer of their 


(troops from north to south or east 


to west. 


Russian bombers are supposed to 
have put the famous Cerna-Voda 
railroad bridge across the lower 
Danube out of commission for 
about two months. Except for pos- 
sible pontoon bridges this bridge 
is the only one crossing the Dan- 
ube for hundreds of miles. 


There are plenty of other vulner- 
able targets in the Germans’ com- 
munications network for Allied 
bombers to attack. But the bomb- 
ers must be big and adapted for 
daylight raids. It seems to anti- 
Axis students of the situation that 
now is the time for long-distance 
sub-stratosphere bombers to do 
their stuff. Heavy daylight raids 
on Germany’s communications 
probably would assist the Russians 
indirectly and certainly would 
bother the Germans.

Interns Object to Riding Ambulances, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


F ambulance chauffeurs have had Red 

Cross first-aid training, interns are 
not needed on ambulances. An intern 
in an ambulance cannot do any more 
than the trained ambulance driver in 
the many cases you have used to make 
your plea to the public. 

Pulmonary embolism or thrombosis is 
nearly always a fatal disease. In the 
history of medicine, only 32 persons have 
been saved by operation. Quoting an au- 
thoritative surgery textbook: “It is ques- 
‘tionable whether more will be saved by 
an operation than will lose their lives 
as a direct result of the operation be- 
cause the junior staff officer cannot per- 
form an operation so technically diffi- 
cult.” 

To treat poisoning requires entrance 
to the hospital, where the patient may 
be restrained while his stomach is 
washed out. 

Who can carry a person with a com- 
pound fracture better, an ambulance 
driver, skilled in moving these patients, 
or a doctor who has never lifted a 
stretcher in his life? 

The. administration of narcotics to a 
Severe case of shock would cause more 
deaths than lives saved, because the mor- 
phine would obscure important symp- 
toms of skull] fracture or rupture of an 
abdominal organ which might require 
immediate operation. 

Too many unnecessary operations are 
performed at the site of an accident. 
Wouldn’t it be wise to X-ray the child 
for the button, or should the intern do 
a mutilating tracheotomy on every child 
whose mother is quite sure he has in- 
haled some toy? It has been said the 
first place to look for a swallowed ob- 
ject is beside the baby’s crib. 

Every man as he ages has a rosy view- 
point of youthful experiences. We sup- 
pose the esteemed teacher of medicine 
who favorably remembers ambulance 
riding ig by this time quite senile or is 
perhaps already dead. 

The National Intern Council has been 
waging a battle for several years to keep 
the intern off the ambulance. It is a 
punishment rather than a reward to 
force the intern to ride it. In New York 
City, alone, in one year, 17 interns were 
killed while riding ambulances. 

There are 60 interns at. the City Hos- 
pital this year, or a 10 per cent re- 
duction of last year’s staff. If an intern 
were required to ride every ambulance, 
12 interns would be needed for this serv- 
ice, which ‘would reduce the staff to 27 
per cent below last year’s group. This 
in spite of the fact that the hospital bed 
capacity has been increased 25 per cent. 

The intern at our’ hospital receives 
room, board, laundry and. $10 a month, 
with a $15 a month bonus at the end of 
the year if his work has been satisfac- 
tory. Look for another group of men 
who have been going to school for 23 
years (half their life expectancy) who 
are volunteering to do this work for a 
like sum. 

Will the City of St. Louis insure our 
lives for $10,000, which is only about a 
half of@vhat we have spent to get where 
we are? You know the answer already 
—No! 

The answer is up to you, for the intern 
staff does: not think théy should be 
forced .to ride an ambulance.

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RULE BY FIRING SQUAD. 

Hitler can’t win, Even if his armies continue vic- 
torious, and plant the awkward Nazi eagles every- 
where in Burope, from the Arctic to the Mediterran- 
ean, from the Urals to the Bay of Biscay, his “New 
Order” will not stand established, 

The Nazis are not fighting merely as nationalistic 
conquerors They want to make fundamental social 
and economic changes all over the Continent. France, 
for instance, they want to change into a purely 
agrarian state. 

Hitler once believed that this would be easy. The 
man with the machine guns, he felt sure, could hold 
complete sway over the disarmed. Machine guns can 
drive a man from a factory to a farm, but they can’t 
drive hate out of his heart. And where there is hate 
there can be no collaboration. Vichy is not France. 

Hitler even believed that he could win over hate. 
His armies of occupation were commanded to be 
impeccably “correct.” When France fell, there was 
no loot and rapine in the old way of war. 

But “correctness” did not work. The French be- 
came more and more sullen. First they took to 
snubbing and insulting those foisted on them. Now 
they are shooting them in subways, stabbing them 
in the dark, wrecking their trains. 

In Czecho-Slovakia, their policy was officially an- 
nounced as one of persuasion rather than repres- 
sion. The Czechs and Slovaks were taken under the 
Nazi wing for their own “protection,” it was said, 
and they were to be permitted a certain degree of 
freedom as a cog in the New Order. That is, of 
course, if.they co-operated willingly with the “pro- 
tector.” 

Events of the last few days show how egregiously 
the Nazis misread the Czech character. Instead of 
co-operation, there have been sabotage and violence. 
Instead of abject slavery, there has been an appar- 
ently widespread plot, which the Nazis are putting 
down with a series of hasty and cold-blooded execu- 
tions. Their firing squads yesterday took 58 lives, 
making a total of 88 for the week. Among the 
victims are high-ranking military men and profes- 
sional men, including some who had been considered 
by Berlin to be its willing tools. 

So it is beginning to dawn on the Nazis that 
their variety of kindness will never be appreciated, 
that their “New Order” will never be accepted. As 
this conviction grows, they become more and more 
determined that these Czechs and French—and these 
Norwegians, and Yugoslavs, and Dutch, too—will be 
taught who is master. 

So has come the day of proscriptions, the day of 
the shooting of hostages. The Nazis are trying mur- 
der. Not even the sternest military code can sanc- 
tion the indiscriminate execution of indeterminate 
numbers of innocent human beings—people who, no 
matter what else they may have done, could not pos- 
sibly have been guilty of the offenses for which they 
die. This is murder. 

That the Nazis should be trying it is, whether 
they know it or not, a most convincing confession of 
their failure. Each volley from a firing squad is an 
announcement to the world that there will be no 
“New Order.” 
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“BOYCOTT” AGAINST 15-CENT MILK. 

Members of the St. Louis Consumers’ Federation 
have given their approval to a “boycott” of 15-cent 
able ese milk as part of their crusade against 
this price. 

In the nature of things, it is questionable whether 
such a procedure can hope to be directly effective. 
Milk is so essential a commodity, especially where 
the health of children is concerned, that few will 
want to do without it. Few will be willing to use 
substitutes, although some may be ready to buy in 
larger quantities at lower prices. The latter course, 
however, is acquiescence in the present price struc- 
ture, rather than a vigorous protest against it. 

If the 15-cent price is unwarranted, the best hope 
for redress probably still lies in the investigation 
that has been started by the Federal authorities. 
The spread between the 5.8 cents per quart paid to 
the farmer and the 15 cehts paid by the consumer, 
after 1-cent increases July 1 and Sept..1, is the wid- 
est in the country, according to Corwin D. Edwards 
of the Anti-Trust Division of the Department of Jus- 
tice. If it does not represent collusive price-fixing, 
he said, it at least indicates “a surprisingly costly 
distribution system that itself warrants investigation 
and overhauling.” 

We think the Consumers’ Federation, instead of 
attempting a boycott, would do well to await the 
action of Federal authorities. 
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PRICE-CONTROL LESSON FROM SOUTH BEND. 

The resignation of the Fair Rent Committee of 
South Bend, Ind., is a straw in the wind. It con- 
cerns only one city, but it indicates what is hap- 
pening over the nation because price-control legis- 
lation has bogged down in Congress. 

The Mayor of South Bend set up the committee 
last June, at Government request, in an effort to 
keep rents from rising in‘ the city’s defense boom: 
Now the committee asks to be discharged, with this 
explanation by its chairman: 


There seems to be little effort, at least little 
success, upon the part of the Government in 
keeping prices down on other commodities, and 
the landlord feels that he is being discriminated 
against if he is asked to keep his rent as it was 
on Sept. 1, 1940. 


South Bend landlords would doubtless co-operate 
willingly if other groups also were accepting. the 
conditions they were asked to assume. .As it is, 
no incentive exists for concessions and they face 
financial loss if they grant them. It is the same al] 
over the country. Price-fixing cannot succeed if at- 
tempted piecemeal. It is economically impossible to 
clamp down on one field, or a few fields, of consumer 
costs, and leave the others exempt. 

The warning of South Bend’s unsuccessful rent- 
control experiment ought to be heard and heeded in 
Washington.

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MR. CHURCHILL’S REALISTIC REPORT. 
If Prime Minister Churchill's latest report to the 
House of Commons was not the stirringly eloquent 
statement that some of his war messages have been,

The news in the address was excellent news. For 
the first time since the war began, Britain now can 
say that it leads in the air. But “serious” as Hit- 
ler’s air shortage is becoming, this is the only field 
in which he has yet been brought to comparative 
disadvantage, according to Mr. Churchill. As the 
Prime Minister phrased it: “For the rest, Hitler 
still retains the initiative and we have not had the 
force to take it from him.” | 

But the trend favors the British, as, for further 
example, in the field of shipping. Losses of “British, 
allied and neutral merchant ships” in the last three 


months were only a third of the losses in the pre- 


ceding three months, Mr. Churchill reported. Thanks 
to this situation, food reserves in England “stand 
higher than at the outbreak of the war—far higher 
than a year or 18 months ago.” Thanks to it, too, 
Britain is “now within a measurable distance of an 
immense flood of American new building whfth, to- 
gether with our own construction, we look to carry 
us though 1942 and on progressively to the end of 
the war.” , 

Yet for all these good reports, the Prime Minis- 
ter was careful not to spread any false optimism. 
He said quite baldly that he had no flattering hopes 
to hold out, tio guarantee that the future will be 
bright or easy. On the contrary, an attempt at in- 
vasion by the Nazis remains a definite possibility 
and “fighting much heavier than any we have yet 
experienced in this war” must “certainly” be ex- 
pected in the spring. Meantime, a major aspect of 
British policy is to give all possible assistance to 
Russia; the English people will be called on to make 
“sacrifices of a most serious kind” to keep the 
Soviet Union “in the field as a first-class war-making 
power.” . 3 

Answering Britons who complain that the R. A. F. 
has not bombed Rome, Mr. Churchill explained that 
not Cairo proper, but. only its outlying military 
positions had been bombed by the Italians. If the 
time arrives when air attacks on Rome will serve 
a military purpose, such attacks will be forthcom- 
ing, he said. 

There is littlé room for humane considerations in 
wartime and yet here the British Prime Minister 
obviously stands opposed to unnecessary bombing 
of helpless and for the most part innocent Italian 
civilians. This humanity will not go unnoticed by 
the oppressed peoples of occupied Burope, 

ONIONS AND SWANK. 

An onion, imported from California, has just been 
sold in London—not in the Covent Garden market or 
in the shop of some Maida Vale or St. John’s Wood 
green-grocer, but in a bank. The price paid for it 
was $65. ; 

There’s more here than an indication of the col- 
lapse of Bermuda’s war effort. Obviously, not even 
the most flighty West End playboy would spend as 
much as $65 in the London of today if it were not for 
a commodity of intrinsic merit. Whoever wanted 
that onion believed that it was worth $65. 

A superficial deduction would lead to the con- 
clusion that it was somebody hungry for a plate of 
liver, a hamburger or a fresh salad, all of which 
are immeasurably enhanced by a proper touch of 
onion. But more sober reflection will not tolerate 
this thought. There are too many condiments, avail- 
able in London for something less than a kine’s ran- 
som, which will do very nicely as ersatz flavoring. 

Beyond the savor of the onion, then, is its aroma. 
And here we have a clew to the reasonableness of 
this price. Considering what any woman is willing 
to pay for a few ounces of Chanel No. 5, it becomes 
apparent that, at $65, this onion was almogt a bar- 
gain. 

The dab of perfume behind milady’s ear will have 
to be renewed several times during an evening. But 
not even at midnight will she have to give so much 
as a thought to the stamina of the onion of dinner- 
time. 

True, this was not always considered the most 
elegant of drawing-room perfumes, but, as things 
now stand, it may say even more than a triple tiara 
of diamonds. 
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A STRIKE OVER UNION DUES. 

The strike of 43,000 miners in the “captive mines” 
of the Pittsburgh area has ended with the men’s re- 
turn to work pending settlement of their union-shop 
dispute with the operators, However, more than 27, 
000 Pennsylvania anthracite miners are still out in 
the even less justified strike over union dues, and 
the strike is spreading. This walkout, just at the 
start of the heating season, is an instance of em- 
ployers and the public bearing the brunt in a con- 
troversy that concerns no one but the men and their 
union. 

These workers have no complaint against their 
employers. They are protesting only against the 
action of their union, the CIO United Mine Workers, 
in increasing dues and assessments from $14 to $24 
a year, Since the employers collect the dues by 
means of the checkoff system, they find themselves 
in the middle of a purely intra-union dispute.

Many officers with World War experience 
agree that the army of 1941 is professionally 
better prepared than the army we sent to 
France in 1917-18. But at the same time, 
many of these officers think that in spirit, 
discipline and military smartness we have 
not equaled the standards of 23 years ago. 
These maneuvers, by far the most fin- 
ished, most successful and most realistic of 
any ever held, have shown that the Ameri- 
can army has come a long way in a year of 
unprecedented peacetime expansion, but 
that it still has a very long way to go be- 
fore it can be considered fit to fight a mod- 
ern war. The army has finished most of 
its elementary training; it is cqming of 
age; it must now “go to college.”

In our present army, it is best described as 
“spotty”—poor in certain units, good in 
others. 

There apparently is not the same eager- 
ness to serve as in 1917-18; most of the 
men are anxious to get out and think 
chiefly about going home. Of the one-year 
volunteers whose enlistments are now ex- 
piring, few are re-enlisting. Yet most of 
the men are resigned to the long extension 
of their service, and although “A. W. O. L.” 
cases are frequent, actual desertions are 
relatively few and are not a major problem. 

In these maneuvers, the men have “put 
out.”

WIN HARNESS EVENTS 


Board Proposés as Substitute 
for Law. 


Objections to phases of the pro- 
posed pensfdn system for school 
employes were heard last night at 
an open hearing held by the School 
Board’s Committee on Retirement. 

The board proposes to set up by 
means of a board rule a system 
comparable to that included in the 
teachers’ retirement bill which 
failed to pass in the last State Leg- 


islative Assembly. 

Questions concerning the new 
plan were put to members of the 
committee and to Emmet T. Car- 
ter, the board’s attorney, by Miss 
Marie A. Ernst, chairman of the 
Teachers’ Joint Committee on Re- 
tirement; Superintendent of In- 
struction Homer W. Anderson and 
Charles B. Desselman, a represent- 
ative of the school custodians. 

Miss Ernst asked if it would not 
be possible for schoo] employes to 
have more control:in the manage- 
ment of that part of the pension 
fund which would include only 
employes’ contributions and not 
the board’s matching funds. 

Carter replied that it did not 
seem so feasible to hav® employes 
manage one part of the pension 
fund and the board the other as 
to have centralized control in the 
hands of the board. However, he 
had no objections, Carter said, to 
‘such a procefiure. 

Desselman objected to the pro- 
vision setting the minimum age for 
retirement at 65.. “Most of our 
‘custodians never reach that age,” 
Desselman said. 

He also said the pension contri- 
butions of 5 per cent of the em- 
ploye’s salary would mean a hard- 
ship for school matrons who earn 
$85 a month. 

Basing of retirement payment on 
the maximum salary earned dur- 
ing the last. 10 years of employ- 
ment, as suggested under the plan, 
Desselman asserted, would be un- 
fair to custodians because usually 
their pay was reduced when they 
became old, 

Committee Chairman John A. 
Fleischli said consideration would 
be given to the custodians’ position 
after the principal features of the 
plan are adopted and a test case 
instituted in the courts, an action 
which he termed the most im- 
portant at the moment. 

On a suggestion by Superin- 
tendent Anderson that a definition 
be made of the length of service 
required annuallyof an employe for 
credit toward a pension, the com- 
mittee agreed that service during 
80 per cent of the school year 
would constitute full-time employ- 
ment, 

The committee instructed the at- 
torney to incorporate into the rule 
a clause providing that persons 
reaching the compulsory retire- 
ment age of 70 during the school 
year shall be retired on the fol- 
lowing July 1, end of the school 
fiscal year.

Post-War Work 


Plan Needed to Cope 
With Demobilization, Berle Says 


Every Defense Industry Should Be Studying! 
Problem of Making Peacetime Goods, 


He Asserts. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1 (AP).—A. 
A. Berle Jr., Assistant Secretary of 
State, urges that business and Gov- 
ernment prepare a post-war work 
program to replace defense or- 
ders, declaring’ that “unless we are 
prepared to finance the demobiul- 
zation as well as we have financed 
the mobilization, we shall be head- 
ed at best for a depression and at 
worst for disorder appro ching 
revolution.” 

Writing in the October issue of 
Fortune magazine, Berle said: 
“Every defense industry should 
have a research staff working «n 
plans -for producing peacetime 
goods. If any business outfit con- 
cerned with war production nas 
not already done so, it is negligent 


—a negligence that will become an 
economic crime if it continues. A 
conference should be held to take 
inventory of these plans and to 
lay out a catalogue of the products 
that will be available when the 
war ends.” 

Berle cited as needs the reloca- 
tion and modernization of city 
areas, new housing for several ‘nil- 
lions of families, a considerable 
number of public works, and nutri- 
tion adequate in kind and quality 
to assure public health. 

“These needs are potential mar- 
kets,” he said. “Out of these and 
others like them there should be 
constructed markets sufficient to 
create full use of our plants and 
full employment for our people.”

INCREASE IN ENROLLMENT

$12,500 Shakespeare Folio 
In Display of Rare Books 


Items From English Collections, Broken Up 
by War, Included in Exhibit and Sale 
at Vandervoort’s.. 


Rare books and manuscripts, 
some of them from English collec- 
tions sent to this country for pro- 
tection, are attracting many view- 
ers this week to the seventh floor 


; 
of Scruggs - Vandervoort - Barney, 
Inc., where Maurice Inman of New 
York and London is holding an 
exhibition-sale. 

Some of those admiring the old 
folios and documents turned away 
after learning the price of some 
item. that had intrigued them, But 
Inman says his price scale repre- 
sents about 30 per cent of the nor- 
mal value of the articles. He 
prices the entire display at 
$100,000. 

A first folio Shakespeare print- 
ed in 1623 is offered by Inman for 
$12,500. The copy is in perfect con- 
dition with full margins and with- 
out a single wormhole. A copy of 
the edition sold recently for $30,- 
000, Inman said, to indicate the 
extent of the decline in market 
value. 

The chief reason for the falling 
price of rare editions, he explained, 
was a great increase in supply 
caused by the sale in this coun- 
try of numbers of. English collec- 
tions. “Englishmen whose books 
are in daily danger of destruction 
are unable to get insurance in ex- 
cess of $6000,” he said. “They want 
to get their libraries out of the 
country without any reference to 
the price they get for them. In 
this way, the books will be saved 
for somebody.” 

Proud of his collection, Inman 


pointed out enthusiastically cer- 
tain treasures. He indicated the 
great seal of Richard II, four- 
teenth century King of England, 
affixed to a Latain document on 
parchment. “The price,” he said, 


“is $95, hardly a tenth of what/ 


such seal has been known to 
bring.” 


Illuminated prayer books of the 
Middle Ages, selling for better 
than $1000 each, first editions of 
major works of English literature 
as Bacon’s Essays for $150 and 
Gulliver’s Travels for $375, lay 
open on tables or in glass-topped 
drawers. 

Browsers studied title pages, and 
admired -bindings. A few hardier 
visitors carefully turned leaves, 
getting the feel of old handmade 
paper. 

Inman was particularly enthusi- 
astic about his showing of Ameri- 
cana, including autographs of all 
signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and of the Presidents. 
A translataion of an essay of 
Cicero, printed by Benjamin 
Franklin and bearing the auto- 
graph of George Washington, was 
priced at $1500, 

St. Louis is a good market for 
old books, Inman said he had 
found on previous visits. His 
present exhibition has been a lit- 
tle disappointing, he said, because 
of bad weather yesterday and 
Monday. It was another disap- 
pointment, he continued, “to learn 
that two of my best customers 
had gone to New York for the 
world series.” 


CHINESE REPORT 
JAPANESE ROUT 
UN HUNAN FRONT 


‘Debacle’ Worse Than in 
1939, Chungking Says— 
Invaders Wiethdrawing 
From Changsha.

CHUNGKING, Oct. 1 (AP).— 
Chinese military dispatches de- 
clared tonight the Japanese forces 
in Hunan Province were “retreat- 
ing in great disorder with heavy 
losses.” 


A Chinese spokesman said the 
Japanese had suffered a reverse 
“many times worse than the de- 
bacle of 1939.” 

The Chinese have not admitted 
the loss of Changsha, which the 
Japanese said they captured Sat- 
urday, and earlier military reports 
clainred that reinforcements sent 
into the area had cut the invaders’ 
communications with their base at 
Yochow, 100 miles to the north,

SHANGHAI, Oct. 1 (AP).—Jap- 
anese military headquarters in 
Hunan Province announced today 


that Japanese forces were with- 
drawing tomorrow from Changsha, 
the provincial capital, because the 
“purpose of the campaign has been 
accomplished.” 

There were indications that the 
withdrawal already had begun. 
Clark Lee, Associated Press re- 
porter, who flew over Changsha in 
a Japanese army plane yesterday, 
saw Japanese columns moving 
northward from the city, which the 
Japanese said they captured Sat- 
urday. 

Previously the Japanese had an- 
nounced their withdrawal from 
Chuchow, ‘strategic railway junc- 
tion 30 miles south of Changsha, 
asserting their thrust there had ac- 
complished its purpose. 

Chinese military reports . said 
Japanese parachute troops were 
landed both at Chuchow and 
Changsha but all were killed or 
dispersed. 

The Japanese announcement said 
all their forces used in the Hunan 
drive would be withdrawn north- 
ward. Yesterday a Japanese 
spokesman said these totaled 30,000 
although Chinese estimates have 
run as high as 100,000. 

Declared purpose of the Japanese 
offensive was to smash the Chinese 
forces in Hunan. That, it was 
said, has been accomplished. 

Observers here, however, believe 
that “face” also was a considera- 
tion, since the Japanese army long 
has wanted to wipe out the mem- 
ory of its failure in September and 
October, 1939, to take Changsha. 
That setback was the most dis- 
astrous of the war for the Jap- 
anese, 

A Japanese communique said 
hundreds of inese soldiers were 
believed to have been killed in an 
air attack today in which, it said, 
an entire train of 15 troop-laden 
coaches was destroyed on the 
Hankow-Canton line south of 
Chuchow. 

Japanese flyers also were said to 
have sunk 60 junks carrying 
troops,. inflicting further heavy

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FRE, POLICE ALARM 
EXPANSION. URGED 


Preparation for Emergency 
Recommended by Speaker 
at Communications Meeting. 


Expansion of present facilities 
and utilization of personnel al- 
ready having legal authority to act 
in making preparations for a na- 
tional emergency was recommend- 
ed today by Lioyd N.' Chatterton, 
superintendent of communications 
of Cleveland, as a method of 
handling the ‘problems of extend- 
ing communications systems. 


Speaking before the convention 
of the International Municipal Sig- 
nal Association at Jefferson Hotel, 
Chatterton said the limited amount 
of money made available in most 
cities for communication equip- 
ment necessitated a careful sur- 
vey of present facilities and a wise 
choice of additional equipment. 

“Plans for the handling of an- 
ticipated emergencies are useless 
unless proper communications are 
arranged,” he stated. “Lack of 
money may make it impossible to 
carry out communication plans 
completely, but arrangements can 
be made to provide necessary 
services.” “ 


More Co-ordination Urged. 

He suggested closer: co-ordina- 
tion of work of the various mu- 
nicipalities in metropolitan areas. 
Where question of legality of op- 
eration beyond jurisdictional lines 
develops, he said, it is possible to 
achieve co-operation of those in 
authority in each community. 

The association, composed of su- 
perintendents of fire alarms and 
police radio operators, has devoted 
its four-day convention, which will 
end tomorrow, to a study of the 
role its members will play in the 
national defense program. 

Methods of training fire alarm 
system employes were discussed to- 
day by Alfred Theurich, guperin- 
tendent of that service at Pasa 
dena, Cal., who proposed that a na- 
tional educational program be in- 
augurated for the development of 
technical data which would cover 
the field. 


Fire Ailarm System Praised. 

Praise for the efficiency of the 
American fire alarm systems was 
contained in a talk made yesterday 
by H. A. Friede, superintendent of 
the Washington (D. C.) system. 
“The New England disaster of a 
few years ago was greater in scope 
than all of Hitler’s blitz on Lon- 
don,” he said, “but the fire alarm 
system did not fail entirely and 
service was quickly restored where 
breaks occurred.” 

Bombing attacks on this nation 
in event of war probably would be 
limited to short surprise attacks, 
he continued, and the problem of 
preparing fire defense is not a mat- 
ter of developing new techniques 
but one of expanding present facil- 
ities. 

A petition requesting the Office 
of Production Management to give 
a more favorable priority rating 


on materials needed for the exten- 


sion and maintenance of fire alarm 
, systems was circulated and will be 
forwarded to the OPM office at 
Washington. “The signal system 
is the nerve center of fire-fighting 
service and is a fundamental part 
of any fire defense program,” the 
petition stated. | 
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NO RELIEF WITHOUT VICTORY. 


LL the signs are now clearly 
visible that we have reached 
a turning point in the de 
fense program. It has taken wus 
12 months to reach it, We are 
passing from appropriations, con- 
tracts, plant expansion and tooling 
up to production and delivery. Dur- 
ing the first phase we generated a 
domestic boom but produced only a 
meager supply of weapons of war. 
| We are now at the stage where, as 
the production of weapons in- 
the civilian boom must be 
deflated. The signs that this phase 
is at hand are (1) the tax bill, 
(2) the rising cost of living, (3) 
the distress of the non-defense in- 
dustries which cannot obtain 
necessary materials because of the 
priorities. 

All of these are merely aspects 
of the same fundamental and obvi- 
ous fact—namely that as an in- 
creasing part of the productive 
energy of the nation is devoted to 
defense, there must be a diminish- 
ing supply of goods for civilians. 
+ So we have heavy taxes, which 
will have to be made stil] heavier 
and reinforced, I believe, by com- 
pulsory saving, to curtail the pur- 
chasing power of civilians. 

So we have a rising cost of 
living, which means that because 
the people are spending more 
money for goods which are be- 
coming scarcer, they are paying 
higher prices without getting 
more goods. What the tax collect- 
or does not take and what the 
private individual does not save 
is taken by a disguised and auto- 
matic form of taxation—a rise in 
prices. 

So we have shut-downs and un- 
employment in non-defense plants 
because in the last analysis, though 
the distréss can be alleviated some- 
what by a more flexible adminis- 
tration of priorities, there just are 
not enough basic materials to com- 
plete the defense program and 
carry on business as usual. 

National defense, in short, has to 
be paid for. It is paid for not in 
money but by working harder and 
by doing without many things that 
ordinarily can be bought with 
money. 

> . ” 

HE willingness of the people 

to bear the burdens, the capac- 
ity of industry and of government 
to do successfully what must be 
done, depends upon a clear under- 
standing of what is being done 
and why. The unholy mess which 
the administration has made of 
the oil shortage in the East shows 
what happens when there is no 
clear policy and no competent ef- 
fort to explain it to the people. 
The problems which are now 
arising are much more compli- 
cated and general than the East- 
ern oil shortage. 


s ” + 

HE first point which has to be 

made indisputably clear is that 
our internal difficulties do not 
arise out of lease-lend and the 
policy of aiding Britain and China. 
They rise out of the authorizations 
and appropriations of Congress for 
American defense, and if nothing 
were lease-lent to Britain, if we 
had a purely American first for- 
eign policy, our taxes, our troubles 
with inflation, our civilian short- 
ages except in minor respects, the 
unemployment due to priorities, 
our labor difficulties would be just 
as troublesome. 

Out of 60 billions available for 
war purposes, about 50 billions are 
for American defense projects au- 
thorized by very nearly unanimous 
votes in Congress. The other ten 
billions consist of the seven bil- 
lions for lease-lend and something 
over three billions of British 
money earmarked for British con- 
tracts placed in the United States. 
No isolationist ard no authorized 
member of the America First 
Committee has ever challenged the 
50 billions for national defense, 
for 
American defense which require 
the taxes, which are causing the 
inflation that has to be controlled, 
which are causing the trouble in 
the non-defense industries. It is a 
plain misrepresentation of the 
truth to say that the sacrifices the 
people must make are due to the 
policy of aiding the Allies, Those 
sacrifices were ordered by the 
Congress of the United States over 
@ year ago when Hitler conquered 
France. They were ordered many 
months before anybody nad 
thought of lease-lend, which was 
not voted until last winter.

HE second point which has to 
be grasped is that there is just 
one way to get to the end of 
these tremendous expenditures and 
of all they carry with them in the 
sacrifice of our normal way of hfe. 
That is by a victory over the ag- 
gressors which makes it safe for 
the United States to demobilize 
down to a reasonable military es- 
tablishment. The fatal flaw in the 
case of the America First Com- 
mittee, and even in that of Mr. 
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Hoover and Mr. Landon, is that 
they do not promise and that they 
cannot promise any end to thu 
business of a total mobilization of 
the United States for war. 

Their position is th&t if we have 
an impregnable defense, we can af- 
ford to let the Nazi-Japanese alii- 
ance conquer Europe and Asia and 
Africa, They say we cannot be in- 
vaded, and that this hemisphere 
can be defended, and that we can 
even do business with the victori- 
ous alliance—provided we make 
our own armed forces strong 
enough. When our defense pro- 
gram is in full operation we shail 
be spending at the rate of 36 to 
40 billion a year on it; what the 
isolationists offer us is the pros- 
pect of being able to live on in a 
totalitarian world if, year after 
year and for an indefinite future, 
we spend at least that much every 
year, 

So the America First Commit- 
tee should explain to the American 
people whether, in case of a Hit- 
ler victory, it proposés to maipr- 
tain our defenses or to reduce 
them, And it might then explain 
how it expects to do business with 
Hitler if we are not tremendously 
armed, or how, if it believes we 
have to remain tremendously armed 
for ever and ever, it thinks we 
can hope to return to a free 
economy,

dens are due to a defense program 
voted by the overwhelming majori- 
ty’ of Congress before there was 
any aid to the Allies, voted as a 
matter of historic fact, when the 
country thought the Allies would 
be defeated. The plain truth is 
that our defense burdens are due 
not to the interventionist policy, 
which came much later, but to the 
fear that we might find ourselves 
isolated in the kind of world which 
the isolationists are prepared to 
accept. If anyone wishes to esti- 
mate the cost of the isolationist 
policy he can find the figure in the 
congressional appropriations that 
were voted when we were threat- 
ened with perfect isolation, 

It is time to stop talking as if 
we thought that by letting the 
Nazi-Japanese combination win 
the war, we could somehow have 
done with conscription and high 
taxes and Government regulation 
of business and return to the 
Harding-Coolidge-Hoover era. If 
the Allies lose this war, if the iso- 
lationists prevail here and prevent 
us from preventing a totalitarian 
victory, the defense effort we are 
now making will have to go on, 
not two or three or four years, but 
for the rest of our lives, and we 
shall never be able to return to a 
normal existence.

In the absence of any informa- 
tive bidding, declarer undoubtedly 
would have followed the rule to 
play for the drop, but in this par- 
ticular case the bidding had been 
highly informative. lEast’s four 
heart bid had been a determined 
effort to shut South out of the 
bidding. He could not have held 
any high honors except, possibly, 
the diamond king, because all the 
other aces, kings, and most of the 
queens were in sight, or accounted 
for, West's opening lead showed 
the ace-king of hearts and he 
probably Had the ace of clubs for 
his outside trick. Obviously, then, 
East's desperate sacrifice bidding 
could have been based only on 
distribution, and it was highly 
likely that he held no more than 
one spade. True, he might be void 
of clubs, but, with two spades in 
his hand and few, if any, high 
cards, it was doubtful that he 
would have risked a “save” at the 
five level when vulnerable. 

On this line of thought, declarer 
properly decided to break with the 
rule that dictated playing for a 
drop, and to let the 10 ride. Ob- 
viously, the successful finesse ful- 
filled the contract. West’s spade 
queen was drawn and the club 
king was laid down. Declarer still 
had one trump with which to ruff 
a heart return and, after running 
the club suit, he took the dia- 
mond finesse. It lost, but that 
was the defenders last trick. 

An inspired opening lead on 
West's part, namely, the club ace 
and a continuation, would have 
defeated the contract, but West 
should not be criticised for his 
deficiency in clairvoyance.

“well-balanced” meals that 

it might be both interest- 
ing and instructive to mothers 
who ere beginning to feed their 
babies vegetables and other 
foods in addition to milk, cereal 
and orange juice, to see just 
exactly the “what and why” of 


a properly balanced menu. - 


We all know that a baby must 
have correctly planned foods in 


order for him to bloom as he 


should. Babies “may stay alive 


and grow, too, on deficient 
diets, but they will. not be as 
healthy, they will not grow as 
strong and tall, or be as able 
to combat diseases as the little 
‘ child who is supplied with the 
foods he needs. 

Therefore the feeding of chil- 
dren should not be a “faddy” 
practice, but should be a moth- 
er’s serious business that com- 
mands her unswerving and 


never diminishing interest and 
attention. She should not feed 
her baby according to what she 
thinks is right, but she should 
find out; study, learn and prac- 
tice what she knows is cor- 
rect,

As you know, his growth and 
development largely depend 
upon the foods he eats. Just 
because he looks to be a husky 
little chap is no reason to think 
that he can eat fried foods (ex- 
cept bacon) ice cream, cake, 
candy, pastries or pies, spiced 
or highly seasoned dishes, rough 
cereals such as bran, and heavy 
vegetables or meats, because he 
cannot without being made sick 
and upset, 


The baby of 12 months should 
have his food prepared with ut- 
most care in his own cooking 
utensils. For breakfast he may 
have two small crisp pieces of 
bacon, cooked cereal, milk, 
bread .and butter with a little 
apple jelly or honey. He may 
have his orange juice or other 
fruit or vegetables juice on 
waking in the morning, and 
only one egg a day which may 
be given at lunch or breakfast, 

He will enjoy scraped beef oc- 
casionally for lunch, too, and 
to prepare this you scrape off, 
with a knife, one tablespoon- 
ful from a small slice of .lean 
beef, pat it into a little cake, 
brown it in a dry pan, then 
add a little salt and water and 
let it cook for four minutes.

The Child's Discipline 


discipline is “making children 
behave”; and the common 
meaning of behavior is, “keeping 
still and doing what you are told.” 

That kind of discipline is not 
much good. It has its uses at 
times, but they are limited. It is 
seldom that teachers are so bereft 
of power to interest and to teach 
children that they are forced to 
come down to maintaining policed 
order. Usually they are profes- 
sional teachers who understand 
their functions better than that 
situation would indicate. They 
know and practice the richer 
meanings of discipline, if they are 
permitted to do so. 

I say, permitted to do so, be- 
cause there are still schools in our 
broad land where teachers are not 
permitted to teach and to lead 
children according to their better 
understanding of their needs, but 
must follow the cast iron rules of 
a committee, or a supervisor, made 
for past generations. There are 
still schools where children must 
march in step about the building, 
where they must keep silent as 
they move about. There are even 
schools where the teachers are 
measured by the awed stillness in 
which her pupils sit in class, 

“She makes them toe the 

mark,” is the admiring word of 
praise for such conditions. That 
is the old, old style of discipline, 
which is dying now of its own 
weight and soon will vanish, we 
hope. 
The truly disciplined child is the 
one who knows how to control 
himself, direct himself, while he 
works with others. That child 
will walk about the building in 
pursuit of his legitimate concerns 
with no noise, no disorder. He 
will speak naturally to those he 
meets if that seems fitting to his 
sense of conduct, or pass along 
without notice if that is what 
seems natural to him. 

He is not looking for opportu- 
nities to defy rules because there 
are none for him to rebel against. 
He is not searching for ways to

make trouble because he has not 
been set in that pattern by op- 
pression of those in authority. He 
is living naturally, in co-operation 
with other people learning to give 
way to others who, in their turn, 
give way to him. 

The test of this discipline comes 
in time of emergency. The truly 
disciplined child will not have to 
wait for somebody in authority to 
tell him what to do and how to 
do it. When the emergency oc- 
curs he will rise to it with the full 
power of his intelligence, because 
he has been accustomed to think 
and to act for himself, in co-opera- 
tion with other people. 

School children who live under 
the old-style discipline will break 
out in shouts, wild antics, chalk 
throwing, bhorseplay, when the au- 
thority of the teacher is lifted. 
Those children who have been 
trained to act for themselves, to 
assume responsibility for their own 
behavior, have no such need.

Surely, anyone could see that 
free thought ... free speech...

quered land, to be surpressed by 
death if need be. So reason the 
Nazis. And, for once, the Nazis 
are right! 

For the most potent and perilous 
force on earth is thought. There 
are no limits to its power, for of- 
fense or defense. And those who 
dare to use it fearlessly are more

dangerous than mobs of mechan- 
ized monsters. 

America roars today with 
preparation for defense. But what 
is defense—and where can we find 
it? Does that sound like idiotic 
question No. 39,674? And do you 
think you can answer it by count- 
ing our guns and cannon, pursuit 
planes, bombers, tanks, torpedoes, 
dreadnaughts, destroyers and sub- 
marines?

Why Do We Call It a “Shin- | 

plaster?” 

Consisting of a piece of brown 
paper coated with a mixture of 
vinegar and tar, which, when ap- 
plied to a sore shin, was presumed 
to have healing effects, the original 
shinplaster was a home-made or 
proprietary cure-all, present in the 
medicine chest of every colonist. 

Whether the continental paper 
money which became go depreci- 
ated that it was said to be good 
for nothing except shinplasters and 
was therefore so-called was actu- 
ally used for it, nobody knows; it 
could have been. 

In any event, the term, early in 
our history, was and continued to 
be requisitioned for unbacked cur- 
rency, which, because of the great 
volume printed, was popularly con- 
sidered of little or no value. 

Too, “shinplaster” found a ready 
acceptance in our cant lexicon be- 
cause of its similarity to the 


French “cinque  plastres,” . 
oO 


bill that the Government 
Santo Domingo once issued; this 
had such small purchasing power 
that all through the West Indies, 
it was said of anything valueless 
that it was not worth a cinque 
piastres, corrupted by American 
seamen and traders into the word 
with which they were familiar, 
“shinplaster.” 

“Shinplaster” not only: was on 
the lips of the man on the street, 
but it enjoyed. newspaper usage 
as well. 

The New York Tribune of Dec. 
3, 1845, a period of currency in- 
flation, wrote of this fiat money: 

“The people may whistle for pro- 
tection, and put up with what shin- 
plaster rags they can get.” 

Comic songs were written about 
it: 


What's become of all the specie, 
Where are all the dollars gone? 

Northing but shinplasters greasy 

Do our meagre pockets own.
